Rome  hates  a  rene^aile.  I  Fer  priests  are  eruel,  the  popiilaec 
iijnorant,  and  easilv  incited  to  deeds  of  Mood. 

Ml'.  Ciiinicpiy  calls  the  attention  of  the  American  peo]ile  to 
the  cruelty,  selfishness  ami  h|st  of  a  majority  of  the  priesthood,

Jii!\  .^o.  kS(k;,  aiui  lived  for  inanv  vears  as  a  Romish  priest, 
Init  linallv  left  it  anil  hecinne  ii  true  preaiher  of  ri<rhteousnes.s.  lie  eiirlv 
stiulied  the  Hihle  am'  was  prepared  to  sipiare  priesih  conduct  hv  Divine 
teachiiiy;.  The  history  of  the  Popes,  and  ohservatioii  of  livin.<{  Canadian 
priests  tauifht  him  the  rottemiess  and  wickedness  of  their  whole  iTvstem.  IJut 
Chini(|ny  was  a  _i,'ood  Catholic,  iind  he  strove  hard  to  reconcile  the  iniorali- 
ties  of  the  priests  with  the  imaculateness  of  the  Hoh  Church.

Since  then  he  has  done  i-ood  service  for  Christ,  amic..-.t  perils  i-ivallin-' 
those  of  St.  I'anl;  thirtx  pnhlic  attempts  liave  heen  niiide  to  kill  him  and  he 
has  heon  often  stoned,  wounded,  or  imprisoaed.  His  \  arious  hooks  have 
done  much  to  lead  Catholics  to  forsake  their  delusions,  and  to  lead  Protes- 
tants to  see  and  fear  the  maclKnalion-  of  Rome.
